COVID-19 issues arise for New Brockton 
High School during first week of school 


As local students returned 
to school last week, New 
Brockton High School was 


dealt a couple of blows from 
the COVID-19 virus. 
Students returned to 


school Monday, Aug. 11, 
and on Wednesday, Aug. 12, 
two students from NB High 
School were sent home after 
exhibiting COVID-19-like 
symptoms, according to 
Coffee County Schools su- 
perintendent Kevin Killing- 
sworth. He followed up 
saying 30 additional stu- 
dents, though non-symp- 
tomatic, were also sent 
home per the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health 
[ADPH] guidelines for stu- 
dents exposed to a possible 
COVID-19 case. 

“The Coffee County 
School System has a re- 
sponse plan that has been 
implemented for this school 
year,” Killingsworth said. 
“The school system will 
continue to take appropriate 
actions within that plan, will 
continue to monitor the sit- 
uation, and continue to re- 
main in contact with ‘state 
and local public health 
agencies.” 

The superintendent said 
he appreciates the patience 
and understanding shown 
by the students and parents 
as well as the school admin- 
istration and staff as these 
possible health issues are 
dealt with accordingly. 

Another blow to the New 
Brockton Gamecock family 
came Friday, Aug. 14, when 
Superintendent _Killing- 
sworth released a statement 
indicating the Coffee 
County School System had 
been notified that a student 
[that had not been on cam- 
pus at NBHS for multiple 
days] had tested positive for 
COVID-19. He said upon 
receiving that information, 
the school system contacted 
ADPH. 

“Under the guidance and 
public health directives of 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health, all students 
on the football team at New 
Brockton High School have 


been ordered to quarantine 
based upon potential expo- 
sure to the student that 
tested positive for COVID- 
19,” Killingsworth — said. 
“The Coffee County School 
System is not aware of any 
additional students that have 
tested positive for COVID- 
19.” 

On Monday, Aug. 17, a 
post on the New Brockton 
High School Facebook page 
had this update regarding 
students - - Thank you to 
our parents who have been 
so understanding and pa- 
tiently waited with their 
children at home. Because 
parents diligently worked 
with their physicians to get 
their children cleared, we 
are proud to say that we are 
returning 25 healthy Game- 
cocks to campus tomorrow!

Elba FD new airboat successful in first river rescue call 


The Elba Volunteer Fire Department recently introduced 
its new airboat to be utilized in water rescues, especially 
on the Pea River, to the community; and last Saturday 
night, Aug. 15, the airboat proved successful in helping fire- 
fighters with its first river rescue. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew Parker said his department was dis- 
patched at approximately 8:14 p.m. last Saturday nightin 
reference to two kayakers stranded on the Pea River. The 
initial 911 call was received by the Elba Police dispatch 
center at 8:10 p.m. 

Shortly after establishing a command for this rescue, 
Chief Parker said dispatchers and firefighters were able to 
estimate an approximate location of the kayakers, and the 
Elba FD’s Airboat 1 was launched in an effort to locate 


The kayakers were located by the crew on Airboat | at 
8:47 p.m., and the individuals were safely rescued and re- 
turned to their vehicle. 

“On Saturday night, firefighters were able to record the 
very first water related rescue mission while utilizing the 
new airboat that was placed in service a few weeks ago,” 

~said’Chief Parker. “Airboat 1 performed flawlessly during 

this mission arriving on scene only minutes after initial 
launch. A very special thank you once again is extended to 
the Elba City Council and Coffee County Commission in 
the assistance of helping our department acquire this re- 
source.”

Elba City Schools superintendent says start of school going well

With a full week of 
school, Elba City Schools 
superintendent Chris Mose- 
ley said Monday morning, 
Aug. 17, that he could not 
have asked for a better 
week, honestly, for the sys- 
tem’s first week with stu- 
dents on campus for the 
2020-2021 school year. 

“We're checking temps 
on buses and at school like 
we said we would. I am a 
parent too that drops his 
children off and am seeing 
this firsthand, and we are 
doing what we said we 
would do with it working 
well so far,” Moseley said. 
“With all the guidelines and 
restrictions in place, we ex- 
pected the car line to move 
slowly the first few days at 
the elementary school, but 
they seem to be in a rhythm 
already.” 

As of Monday this week, 
the superintendent said 70 
percent of Elba’s students 
are on campus daily for 
their instructional needs 
while 30 percent are using 
the virtual method this first 
nine weeks. 

He said parents have 
helped too with the early 
morning arrivals to school 
with more driving their chil- 
dren to school and dropping 
them off. He said that has 
allowed for more spreading 
apart in the buses each 
morning, which has really 
helped. 

“We did add aides to the 
buses, which are current 
employees receiving a sti- 
pend, to help with checking 
temperatures on the bus,” 
Moseley said. “Obviously, 
we can’t leave a student at 
home alone if he/she rides 
the bus, so, any that shows 
a temperature upon check 
entering the bus is isolated 
from the others for the ride. 


The temperature is checked 
again upon arrival at school, 
and if needed, that student 
goes to the nurse for further 
evaluation.” 

However, Moseley said 
he did not know of anyone 
as of Monday that had 
shown a fever upon entering 
the bus. 

“Most of our issues at this 
time with COVID-19 symp- 
toms or cases all happened 
prior to returning to 
school,” the superintendent 
said. 

He said prior to students. 
returning, he said 10 stu- 
dents had to be given a re- 
turn date to school from the 
school nurse based on their 
proper quarantine time due 
to either being exposed or 
testing positive. Nine of the 
10 were exposed and one

was a positive case, Mose- 
ley said. 

As of Monday morning, 
he said all had returned to 
school based on their return 
date. 

Since school started last 
week, Moseley said six stu- 
dents had been sent home 
[two of those being siblings 
of another student with ill- 
ness symptoms]. He said 
due to parents taking those 
showing symptoms of ill- 
ness to school all six of 
those students had been 
called back to school after a 
doctor approved them with 
another diagnosis other than 
COVID-19. 

Moseley did say there 
were four students within 
the system that had been 
sent home and given a re- 
turn date in which the

school had not heard any- 
thing back as to whether or 
not the parent took the stu- 
dent to see a doctor. For 
these cases, he said that stu- 
dent would work from 
home until his/her return 
date and then return to 
school, if symptom free at 
that time. 

Moseley said the same 
scenario applies for teachers 
as well, 

“We did have four em- 
ployees prior to the return 
of students that had to go 
home,” Moseley said. “One 
of those employees received 
a positive test while the 
others were only ‘exposed’ 


Moseley said those em- 
ployees were all given a re- 
turn date, and as of Monday, 
only three of those re- 
mained at home still. 

Following the return of 
students to school, Moseley 
said a teacher that had been 
exposed was sent home 
along with a couple of stu- 
dents from that class. 

“No matter how well we 
do to social distance and 
take precautions, these 
things are just going to 
happen from time to time,” 
Moseley said. “Overall, I 
think we are doing a really 
good job of keeping our 
teacher and students social 
distanced to try and keep as 
many teachers and students 
here at all times.” 

The super said he and his. 
administration team are 
constantly preaching to the 
teachers to maintain that 6- 
ft. He said that way if some- 
thing does happen the idea 
is to keep the number that 
need to go home as low as 
possible. r

**%* The Elba Tigers are scheduled to kick off the foot- 
ball season tomorrow night (Friday) and after talking with 
Coach Sieving I am just as anxious to get the season started 
as are the players and coaches. The players have been work- 
ing hard ever since they got the okay to get back to work 
and are more than ready to take the field and play a game. 
Iknow there won’t be as many fans in the stands as in years 
past due to fears of the virus, but I look for a large crowd at 
the game and for the atmosphere to be just as good as ever. 
I urge all Elba Tiger fans to come to the game, spread out 
and cheer for the Tigers as they write the next chapter in the 
rich history of Elba Tiger football. 

#** Every coach I talk with tells me they are taking foot- 
ball one day at a time, and those words came home to roost 
last week for the folks over at New Brockton when the en- 
tire team was ordered into two weeks quarantine and the 
Gamecocks opening two games were cancelled. Some new 
regulations from the state health officials really tightened 
up what needed to be done as far as students are concerned, 
and even though most, if not all, of the players will never 
catch the virus, school officials had no choice but to follow 
state regulations. I know all health officials want to keep 
everyone safe and restrict the spread of the virus, but if we 
are going to survive we have to learn how to live with the 
virus and keep going. 

*«* Liberty Media, the owners of the Atlanta Braves, 
released its quarterly financial statement last week and re- 
vealed the Braves revenue had plunged 95 percent in the 
three-month span from April to June, falling from $208 mil- 
lion over the same time period last year to only $11 million 
this season, The team posted an operating loss of $26 mil- 
lion during the most recent quarter, a far cry from a year 
ago when the team’s quarterly statement reported a profit 
of $62 million. The Braves made a number of payroll cuts 
in key places and saw their player payroll fall from $150 to 
$55 million, but it still wasn’t enough as the late start and 
absence of fans took their toll. The fact there were no games 
from April through June resulted in the loss of 41 home 
games, and when added to the lack of ticket sales, conces- 
sions and parking, the bottom line almost bottomed put. 
Another huge loss was the ‘Battery Atlanta,” a multi-use 
development complex located near the Braves home field, 
that reported a revenue dip of 97 percent with its income 
dropping from $198 million to only $5 million. As of June 
30, the Braves carried a debt of $718 million and obviously 
were making weekly calls to its bankers. I guess this season 
the team’s record really doesn’t mean that much.

Registration for this 
year’s hunts opened at 8 
a.m, on August 10, 2020. 
Although the hunts are free, 
online registration is re- 
quired. Locations and hunt- 
ing slots will be filled on a 
first come, first served 
basis. For most of the state, 
the hunts begin on Sep- 
tember 5.

ment for both parents and 
participants. Before each 
hunt, a short welcome ses- 
sion with reminders on 
hunting safety will be con- 
ducted. All hunters are en- 
couraged to wear eye 
protection and earplugs 
when hunting. 

“As a precaution to pre- 
vent the spread of COVID- 
19, we are asking that all 
participants and our staff 
wear a facial covering dur- 
ing the registration and 
safety briefing when they 
are within 6 feet of a person 
who is not a member of the 
same household,” said Seth 
Maddox, WFF Migratory 
Game Bird Coordinator. 
“Participants are not re- 
quired to wear a facial coy- 
ering when in their hunting 
location or while hunting.” 

Doves are migratory and 
covered by the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act, The U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
has special rules and regu- 
lations that apply to dove 
hunting which all hunters 
must follow. To review the

test,” Moseley said. 
“Upon arriving to school 
this morning, our staff 
went to work on that and 
unfortunately four stu- 
dents were sent home be- 
cause they may have 
been exposed. This is un- 
fortunate, but, let’s face 
it, it’s going to happen.” 
Moseley said he had 
spoken with the em- 
ployee over the weekend, 
and that teacher said it 
had nothing to do with 
the school, but instead 
believes the positive test 
was a result of another 
unfortunate incident of 
being exposed elsewhere. 
“IT could not be more 
proud of our employees 
and all they are doing so 
far,” Moseley said. 
“We’ve got a lot going on 
and they have a lot of 
new stuff to learn too, but 
we’ve only been at school 
five days so far. Things 
are not going to be per- 
fect in five days. I just 
want them to relax.” 
With high school foot- 
ball set to start Friday 
night, the superintendent 
also stressed the impor- 
tance of the community 
doing its part there too. 
“The community is 
going to have to help us 
out with following our at- 
tendance restrictions and 
guidelines,” he said. “We 
don’t want to have to cut 
attendance at our sporting 
events, and if we all do 
our part, hopefully that 
will not be an issue.”

however, that is going to 
be a ‘no-no’ this year. He 
said officials will be ask- 
ing for children to sit with 
their families, and those 
who come alone are 
asked to find a seat and 
stay there unless going to 
the restroom or conces- 
sion stand. 

Moseley said there 
would be signs displayed 
at the venue noting cer- 
tain guidelines to follow. 

“T realize a lot of the 
good, fun stuff we love is 
not going to happen this 
year,” he said. “But, we 
are trying to keep things 
as normal as we possibly 
can.” 

Gone will be pre-game 
activities on the football 
field, as well as, running 
on the field after the 
game. The band will play 
the national anthem from 
the stands this year, and 
the football teams will 
have to be completely off 
the field before a band 
can enter the field at half- 
time. The officials will 
control the clock to assist 
with the bands moving on 
and off the field at half- 
time. 

Moseley did say the 
Alma Mater would still 
be played at the end of 
the game; however, the 
school staff is looking at 
ways to do this while 
maintaining social dis- 
tancing the best it pos- 
sibly can among the 
players and cheerleaders 
rather than them huddling 
up together. 

“We just have to keep 
working together week to 
week and day to day,” 
Moseley said. “But, I 
think we are doing good 
so far, considering all we 
are facing.” 
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
